A llied Commander-in-Chief, as yet unable to consolidate the 
battle on the W estern fro n t sufficiently to enable a French 
counter-offensive, G erm an mechanized forces moved relent­ 
lessly toward the channel today. 
W h ile sporadic Nazi onslaughts were thrown back along 
the Aisne, G erm an progress in the vicinity of Cam brae contin­ 
ued, but the immediate threat at Paris, so gravely directed last 
week, appeared to have diminished. 
O fficial m ilitary spokesmen frankly admitted the contin­ 
uance of the Nazi advance. 
I he impression prevalent in Paris is that the new com- 
rnander-in-chief, General W eygand, would launch a major 
counter-offensive in a m axim um effort to turn the tide. 
W eygand, who succeeded General Gam elin, arrived in 
Paris, Saturday. Previously, he was comm ander of the A llied 
arm y in the Near East.
